months ago by the director general, 
but are somewhat less than the la- 
bor organizations sought. 


Beginning Aug. 1, eight hours 


will - be recognized as a standard 
working day, and overtime, San- 
days and holiday work will be paid 
for at the rate of one and one-half 
times the usual rate. Back pay will 
be given the men as soon as it can 
be calculated. 


The advances apply to about 500,- 


000 men and apply flatly to all sec- 
tions of the country, despite local 
differences

heretofore.

"Beginning -Aug.*- 1, 1918, eight- 


hour day with time and one-half for 
over-tnn'e,; Sunday work and seven 
specified holidays." 


The .full text of the new order, 


which deals in detail with methods 
of calculating specific increases, will 
be issued within the next week. The 
forme^wage increase order provid- 
ed tor percentage advances, with a 
minimum or 55 cents an hour for 
shopmen.

UNITED STATES REVENUES. 


The internal-revenue collections 


for the fiscal year ending June 30 
last 
totaled 
$3.672,000,000. 
The 


collections for the preceding year 
were $800,000,000. This year's col- 
lections exceed by nearly $200,000,- 
000 the estimates 
made when the 


war revenue measures were passed 
by congress last year. 


Four thousand persons were em- 


ployed m the work and the total cost 
of the collection was only $12.000,- 
000. The patriotism roused by the 
war contributed largely to the suc- 
cess of the work, and the taxpayers 
assisted and 
co-operated with the 


government. 


A determined effort will be made 


to bring to book tax evaders in every 
part of the country. 
The treasury 


already has evidence against a large

SET BY GEN, FOCH

Washington, July 24.—Pushing

French troops south of Solsaons, 
and French, British and Italian 
forces in the region of Rhelms have 
gained in the race against the Ger- 
mans in the great allied counter- 
stroke. 


More and more the desperate bat- 


tle being waged north of the Marne 
is assuming the aspects of a race 
in the opinion of officials here. On 
the one side are the troops of the 
allies, striking at both sides of the 
; pocket-like salient between Soissons 
and Rheima In an attempt to close 
the Jaws of the trap set by General 
Foch. 
• 
On the other side are the German 


forces under General von Boehm 
who by rear guard actions and coun- 
ter-attacks are attempting to stay 
the 
progress 
of the 
allies until 


troops, guns and supplies can be re- 
moved from the salient. 
Time is 


the great factor in the race. . 


On the western side of the salient 


the Franco-American forces today 
according to unofficial advices ap- 
peared to be threatening one of the 
vital German centers, Fere-en-Tar- 
denois, which is known to be the 
supply station for the German forces 
to the south. Signs of a new move- 
ment on the other side of the salient 
were even today i nthe gaining by 
the British of important ground in 
Vrigny wood, southwest of Rheims. 


Not alone is the position of the 


German forces being made more 
precarious by gains on the upper 
flanks of the salient, but officials 
believed today that many German 
troops face the danger of capture 
through determined attacks by the 
Americans and French In the region 
north of Chateau-Thierry.

WILL DRAFT THE 


STRIKERS INTO 


ENGLISH ARMY 


(ASSOCIATED PB«CB« TEI.FORAPI 


London, July 25.—The British 


war cabinet has decided that if the 
munitions strike continues the strik- 
ers of military age will be drafted 
promptly into the army, according to 
an unofficial statement printed in 
some of the morning papers. George 
H. Roberts, minister of labor gave 
a hint to this effect in a speech In 
London Wednesday when he declar- 
ed that no young man had a right 
to exemption from military service 
except on the ground they were do- 
ing work more valuable than fight- 
ing. 


The government remains firm in 
its refusal to withdraw the embargo 
.which ostensibly is tbe cause of the 
strike, although it seems t that in 
some instancs the embargo is used 
as a pretext to cover other griev- 
ances. 


Events are now waiting upon the 


national conference of the delegates 
of the engineering trades, which it 
IB understood,, meets at Leeds today. 
It is believed in some quarters that 
a majority of the delegates will in- 
sist on a ballot of the members be- 
fore calling a general strike. 


Meanwhile dissension is being cre- 
ated in the trades union ranks by 
the action of the strikers and in 
many parts of the country the con- 
duct of the Coventry and Birming- 
ham men is denounced hotly. Even 
in Birmingham itself many of the 
engineers refuse to be stumped into 
an irresponsible strike. 
On the 


Clyde there seems no sign of sym- 
pathy with the strikers and work 
there is continuing smoothly. 
The 


same may be said of many other 
centers. 


On the other hand 8,000 notices to 


cease work Tuseday were handed in 
at Manchester where the amalga- 
mated engineers have a membership 
of 15,000. 


It Is declared a.majority will Join 


the strike unless the embargo is re- 
moved. 


It is reported also that the engin- 
eers at New Castle have decided to 
follow the strike lead without wait- 
ing action by tbe national confer- 
ence. The men at Lincoln did not 
go on strike Wednesday as threat- 
ened but will await the result of the 
conference. 


SITUATION SATISFACTORY 


FOR THE ALLIED TROOPS 


lASSOCIATED PRtSS TE7.CGRAM1 


London. July 25.—On the western 


front of the Soissons-Rhelms salient 
the allied forces hare advanced to an 
average depth of three miles on a 
12-mile front during the past two 
days. There were no new develop- 
ments this morning In the battle 
area, according to advices from the 
fields of the fighting received in 
London up to noon. The situation 
was considered quite satisfactory for 
the allies. 


The reports show that the Ger- 


man high command has thus far en- 
gaged 64 divisions in the battle, rep- 
resentative of groups of the German 
armies from Flanders to Alsace. 
These 64 division arc nearly a third 
of the available German army. The 
conclusion is dra«n that the enemy 
is being hard put to it for reserves, 
although! Crown Pnrc Rupprecht of 
Bavaria, on the northern front, still 
has plenty of reserve divisions. 


In authoritative Circles here the 


view Is expressed 
4 hat Germany has 


reported what mJghi be called the 
downward curve In her man-power 
This applies to Trince Rupprechfs 
army as well as 10 the rest of the 
German army, and it explains why 
Prince Rwppreclat is not inclined to 
lake the offensive. 


This drop in German man-power 


Is not a sudden oTiirrence. It has 
been known to thr allies military au- 
thorities for some nine. The Infan- 
try units have hf-n awakened by 
the withdrawal of «iorm troops and 
by heavy losses.
